There's a lot to be said for "do it yourself ' projects
apd self teaching. The best way to learn moreabout
what you as an individual can do to improve the quality
of the environment is to read, read, and then read some
more. Through this process you will be able to build
a resource file which can be put to use, tested; enlarged
and improved.

As a starter, a few periodicals are listed alpha-
betically by the name of the weekly, monthly or
quarterly. Before you start investing a subscription
fee, try a 10c stamp. Write for an order form and ask if
you may have a sample so that you can decide, whether
you actually will enjoy reading the periodical on a
regular basis. Remember that prices are subject to
change and the costs listed here are as of Spring 1974.

When you decide on one or more periodical you
want-to 'read, you'll soon find yourself becoming an
expert and able to develop your own bibliography.
Many of the items listed identify materials, books,
films and courses of study.

In cases where a subscription is available only
though membership in an organization, don't cross it
off because the price appears to be high. Find out what
other services you will receive as a member. It may be
pretty inexpensive in terms of benefits received.
